Opposed to these sensible 


and essentially practical persons is that 
class of \vriterg made up usually of 
young and enthusiastic individuals, as 


rule of the gentle se*f -who throw 


words about as carelessly on paper as 
they do in conversation. The use of the 
•word "love" by soch people is a dis- 
tressing sign of emotional weakness, of 
carelessness or of insincerity and possi- 
bly arises from the same impulse that 
prompts women to kiss each other indis- 
criminately. 


One Boston girl has taken her own 


stand iu the matter, and at the risk of 
being considered "cold" and "thorough • 
ly Boston" she sticks to it. In her 
childhood she was taught to sign "af- 
fectionately yonrs" to her faraway 
greatannts and second cousins, some of 
whom she bad uever seen, but all of 
whom she tried to like, because of the 
claims of kindred, and the word "affec- 
tionately" came to mean to her nothing 
at all except polite and necessary fic- 
tion. So she signs "affectionately" to 
people she is supposed to be convention- 
ally fond of, aud when she says any- 
thing more she means it. She thorough- 
ly approves of "cordially yours," and 
this, by the way, is seen more and more 
frequently now in notes between ac- 
quaintances who are on 
distinctly 


friendly or cordial terms. After all, 
"your friend," when it can be used 
truthfully, is a simple and satisfactory 
way of ending friendly letters. Some 
people have the habit of not prefacing 
their names with any set form of words 
at tho end of letters. They stop w hen 
they get through and write their signa- 
tures without any frills.—Boston Jour- 
nal. 


The Neoromaullc Novel. 


The fact is that any sort of theory 


about what art or literature should do 
is of very slight importance iu compar- 
ison with a knowledge of what it does 
do. Theoretical criticism is useful in 
the analysis of actual pleasure, but it ia 
as nothing when weighed in the balance 
against what we really love. Tho paint- 
ers are forever telling us that wo are 
geese to like pictures with a story in 
them. The dramatists are forever in- 
sisting that a play which is merely good 
to read is no play at all; the poets, that 
all real souuets must follow the Pe- 
trarohuu model; the grammarians aud 
the rhetoricians, that this or that fa- 
miliar expression is incorrect. Even our 
histories of literature disdain the fa- 
vorite reading of the people and discuss 
only what appeals to tho cultured class- 
es. 


Tho attitude of all is nt bottom dic- 


tatorial. They attempt to prescribe what 
wo shall like, whicli is as useless as to 
prescribe what we shall oat. Let these 
painters aud dramatists aud poets—so 
the simple minded people has always 
said in its heart—offer us what they 
choose that is beautiful and interesting. 
So much is the privilege of the maker, 
the seller. But we are free to enjoy 
what we choose. That is the privilege 
of the consumer. If thero is beauty v;e 
cannot see, we are glad to bo reminded 
of it. If what we like is ugly, explain 
us that also, and we will look carefully 
to our preferences. But we, not yon, 
are the judges of our own emotions, 
and by ns in the last resort must your 
fine theories be tested. 
Art is your 


work, but it ia our play. 
"Wo have our 


work also, which is judged sternly by 
the laws of supply and demand. In our 
scant hours of leisure we must play as 
our nature bids us. 


It is, then, as one of the rights of ar 


citizen that wo hardworking people do- 
fend our hearty interest in tho historical 
romance.—Forum.

Roosevelt delivered the Memorial day 
oration at Arlington cemetery today 
in the amphitheatre in which a large 
audience had assembled. He was greet- 
ed by an outburst of applause on his 
entrance and which 
continued 
for 


some time after he took his seat on 
the platform. He was cheered again 
as he arose to speak. His words re- 
ceived the closest attention. He spoke 
as follows: 


It is a good custom for our coun- 


try to have certain solemn holidays 
in commemoration of 
our 
greatest 


men and of the greatest crises in OUT 
history. There should be but few hol- 
idays. To increase their number is 
to cheapen them. Washington and 
Lincoln—the man who did most to 
lound the Union, and the man who 
did most to preserve it—stand head 
and shoulders above all our other pub- 
lic men, and have by common con- 
sent won the right to this preemi- 
nence.

You did the greatest and 
most necessary task which has c\er 
fallen to the lot of men on this west- 
ern hemisphere. Nearly three cen- 
turies have passed since the wateis 
of our coast wcro first furrowed by 
the keels of the men whose children's 
children were to inherit this fair land. 
Over a century and a half of colonial 
growth followed the settlement; and 
now for over a century and a quartei 
we have been a nation. 


During our four generations of na- 


tional life we have had to do nianj 
tasks, and some of them of far-i each- 
ing importance; but the only really 
vital task was the one you did. the 
task of saving the Union. There were 
other crises in which to have gone 
wrong would have meant disaster; 
but this was the one crisis in which 
to have gone wrong would have meant 
not only disaster but annihilation. For 
failure at any other point atonement 
could have been made; but had you 
failed in the iron days the loss would 
have been irreparable, the defeat ir- 
retrievable. Upon your success de- 
pended all the future of the people on 
this continent, and 
much of the 


future ol mankind as a whole. 


You left us a reunited country. You 


left us the right of brotherhood with 
the men in gray, who with such cour- 
age, and such devotion for what they 
deemed the right, fought against you. 
But you left us much more even than 
your achievement, for you left us the 
memory of how it was achieved. You. 
who made good by your valor and pa- 
triotism the statesmanship 
of Lin- 


coln and the soldiership 
of Grant, 


have set as the standards for our ef- 
forts in the future both the way you 
did the your work in war and the way 
in which when the war was over you 
turned again to the work of peace. In 
war and in peaco alike your example 
will stand as the wisest of lessons to 
us and our children and our childrens' 
children. 
Just at this moment the army of 


the United States, led by men who 
served among you In the great war, 
is carrying to completion a small but 
peculiarly trying and difficult war in 
which ia Involved not only the honor 
of the flag hut the triumph of civili- 
zation over forces which stand for the 
black chaos of savagery and barbar- 
ism. The task has not been as diffi- 
cult or as important as yours, but 
oh, my comrades, the men In the un- 
iform of the United States, who have 
for the last three years patiently and 
uncomplainingly 
championed 
the 


American cause In the Philippine is- 
lands, are your younger brothers, your 
sons. They have shown themselves 
not unworthy of you, and they are 
entitled to the surport of all men who 
are proud of what you did. 


These younger comrades of yours 


have fought under terrible difficulties 
and have received terrible provoca- 
tion from a 
very 
cruel 
and 
very 


treacherous enemy. Under the strain 
of these provocations . I deeply de- 
plore to say that isomc amo;iK their. 
have so far forgotten thetnnelvrs at, 
to counsel and commit In retaliation, 
acts of cruelty. The tact that for cv 
cry K«Hty act committed by one cf 
our troops a hundred acts of for fireat 


tiie Philippines; worse to the 
and tar more brutalixing to those guil- 
ty of it. The men who fail 
to con- 


d'cmn these lynehings. and yet clamor 
about what has been done in the Phil- 
ippines, are indeed guilty of neglect- 
ing the b?am in their own eye while 
taunting their brother about the mote1 
in his. 
Understand me. These lyneh- 


ings afford us no excuse for failure 
to stop cruelty in the Philippines. Ev- 
ery effort is being made, and will be 
made, to minimize the chances of cru- 
elty occurring. 


lint keep in mind that these cruel- 


ties in the Philippines have been whol- 
ly exceptional, and have been shame- 
lessly exaggerated. We deeply and bit- 
terly regret that any such cruelties 
should have been committed, no mat- 
ter how larely, no matter under what 
provocation, by American troops. Hut 
they afford iar less justification 
for 


a general condemnation of our army 
than these lynehings afford 
for the 


condemnation of the communities in 
which they have taken place. In each 
case it is well to .condemn the deed, 
and it is well also to refrain from in- 
cluding both guilty and innocent in the 
same sweeping condemnation. 


In every community there aie peo- 


ple who commit acts of well-nigh in- 
conceivable horror and baseness. 
If 


\\e fix our eyes only upon these indi- 
viduals and upon their arts, and it we 
forget the far more numerous citi/ens 
of upright and honest lite and blind 
ourselves to their countless deeds of 
wisdom and justice and philanthropy, 
it is easy enough to condemn the com- 
munity. There is not a city in this 


with much paiticularity, of "contemp- 
tuous disregard of the ifeaget; of civ- 
ilised war;" of subjecting women aucL 
children to "banishment, 
imprison- 


ment, and death;" of "murder," of 
"rapine." of "outiages on women/' 
of "lawless cruelty," of "perpetrating 
atrocities which would be disgraceful 
to savages;" and Abraham Lincoln 
was singled out for especial attack 
because of his "spirit o!: barbarous 
ferocity." 
Verily, Ihes'-e unen who thut 


foully slandered you have their iu:irf 
to-day in those who traduce our ar- 
mits in the Philippines, who fix theii 
eyes on individual 
deeds of wronj: 


s<> keenly that at last they become 
blind to the great work of peace and 
freedom that has already ueeii accom- 
plished. 


Peace and freedom —are there two 


better objects for which a soldier can 
fight? 
Well, these are precisely the 


objects for which our soldiers are fight- 
ing in the Philippines. When there 
is talk of the cruelties committed in 
the Philippines, 
renumber

that by far the greater propoition of 
these cruelties have been committed 
by the insurgents against their own 
people—c.s well as against our sol 
dicrs—and that not only the surest 
but the only effectual way ot stopping 
them is by wogress of the American 
arms.

Our enemies in the Philippines have 
not merely violated every rule of war.

their only method of carrjing on the 
war.

The fact really is that 
our warfare in the Philippines 
has 


been carried on with singular human- 
ity. For every act of cruelty by our 
men there have been innumerable acts 
of forbearance, magnanimity, and gen- 
erous kindness. These are the qual- 
ities which have_characteri/.ed the war 
as a whole. The cruelties have been 
wholly exceptional, on our part. 


The guilty are to be punished; but 


in punishing them, lef those who sit 
at ease at home, who walk delicately 
and live in the soft places of the earth, 
remember also to do them common 
justice.

Adams, Johnson to answer to a charge 
of violent assault upon Dreller, and 
Dreller to show reason why he should 
not pay a fine ot rthe 
prH'ilege nl 


pointing a icnoHer at Johnson. 
At- 


torney George F. Parker 
defended 


Dreller and Lawyer John H. Mitchell 
was Johnson's counsel. 


Dreller was the first witness in his 


own behall 
He stated that the trouble 


occurred Thursday morning in the 
vicinity of the Prescott house on High 
street. He testified tnat he went into 
a little shop and sold Proprietor Angel 
ot the Prescott house' a considerable 
quantity ot old iron. 


When he came out he mounted his 


team and started to drive away when 
he noticed that the 
wheels 
of his 


wagon were bound 
together 
with 


heavy wire, and that the reins 
had 


been crossed, so that his horse turned 
in the opposite direction from the one 
in which he wished him to go. He ar- 
ranged the reins properly, 
and 
re- 


leased the wheels 01 the wagon and 
sraned to drive away, but changed his 
mind and returned to the 
Prescott 


house. 


lie found Johnson standing on the 


sidewalk and accused him of perpe- 
trating the mischief. Johnson denied 
the charge emphatically and the men 
exchanged some hard words. Then 
according to Dreller. Johnson picked 
ti]i a boaid and struck him 
with it 


several times. Dreller said that John- 
son threatened to inflict physical in- 
j u i v upon him betore committing the 
assault, but denied 
that he 
used 


threatening language to Johnson. 


Cross examined, 
Dieiler 
admitted 


that he had a revolver in his possesion 
at the ti.ne of the tiouble, but said 
that the weapon was not loaded. He 
had but recently purchased it, he said, 
and denied that he pulled it on John- 
son. 


Mis. Powers, who lives near the 


scene of the trouble, said that she was 
called to the door of her house by the 
sound of loud talking and that she 
witnessed Johnson's assault on Drel- 
ler with the board. She saw no re- 
volver. 


Johnson was next called forward. 


His story was substantially the same 
as that of Dreller, up to the point ot 
the beginning of actual 
hostilities, 


lohnson asserted that Dreller took a 
revolver from his pocket, pointed it 
at him. and threatened to "shoot his 
head off." Thereupon Johnson hit the 
Hebrew, and admitted that he would 
have hit him again but for the ap- 
pearance 
of Mr. 
Angel upon 
the 


scene, who stepped between the two 
men and forced Dreller to get on his 
team and drive away. 


Mr. Angel himself next testified, and 


he corroborated Johnson's testimony 
in every particular. 


Two or three other witnesses were 


called, all of whom agreed that the 
story told by Johnson and Mr. Angel 
was the correct version of the affair. 


Both sides then rested and the op- 


posing counsel summed up the case. 


Judge Adams reviewed the testi- 


mony stating that he could not see 
that Johnson was guilty of using force 
other than was necessary for self de- 
fence. 
Droller on the 
other 
hand, 


^coined beyond doubt, to be guilty of 
threatening Johnson with 
a deadly 


weapon. Therefore he decreed -that 
lohnson be discharged and that Drel- 
ler pay a fine of $5 and costs taxed at 
$9.18. Attorney Parker appealed from 
the rinding of the facts and from the 
verdict against his client.

was accordingly ordered

two sureties of one hundred' dollars
